The surroundings,' the érowd. the known 
bitterness of tho men toward each other, 
the uncertainty whether there would bo a 
iflght at all up to within a quarter of an 
hour before the contest actually 
began; 
'the cleverness, the gameness and endur- 
ance displayed^ by the boxers—these arc 
\vhat made the tight à great one 


It w a s th »tbry of, many another rlhg 
contest—thc^sucee'ss^of tho strong, sturdy, 
enduring fighter 'against' the clever, cool 
'boxer. 
This In brief Is the description of 
Nelson's and Brltt's ring characterlsUcs 
respectively. " Prom the very first moment 
of the fight until Referee Graney finished 
the count of ten seconds Nelson forced ther - 
fighting. 
Though battered by Innumerable 
bruising blows on the face and body, and 
at times very tired. Nelson never for one 
moment
